Attractive  Greek  Revival  columned  house. 


Land  was  part  of  Samuel  Hawes’  farm.  A House  was  built  on  this 
site  by  Mr.  Richardson  who  planted  many  flowers- thus  the  name 
Blossom  St.  It  was  later  bought  by  Danforth  Atherton  and  sold 
back  to  Mr.  Hawes.  In  the  early  1850 's  Lewis  H,  Bradford  owned 
it  until  he  sold  it  in  1857  to  Col.  Edwin  Upton.  In  1863  Col. 
Upton  sold  it  to  Capt.  Eugene  T.  Miles  (1826-1876).  Miles  was 
Fitchburg’s  second  mayor  and  also  President  of  Whitman  and  Miles 
Manufacturing  Co.  Was  a captain  in  CO.A.  53rd  Mass.  Regiment. 

He  added  wings  to  the  house,  a stable  and  a hammered  stone  wall 
bordening  Blossom  St.  House  Remained  in  his  family’s  possession 
until  1897  when  C.T.  Crocker  bought  it  for  $22,300.

North  Savings  Institution  and  Rollstone  Nat'l  Bank,  President 
+ Treasurer  of  American  Rattan  Co,,  and  a State  Senator,  Home 
reputed  to  be  underground  railway  stop  during  Civil  War,  General 
Wood’s  Hill  opened  for  development  C, 1892  by  Nathaniel  C,  Upham, 
Was  site  of  David  Page  garrison  (1730),  the  first  garrison  (marker 
on  site).  In  1750  Samuel  Hunt  built  a tavern  on  this  site,  and 
in  1761  he  rebuilt  a portion  and  enlarged  it.  In  this  tavern 
in  1764  were  held  the  1st  town  meeting,  1st  public  religious 
service,  1st  public  school,  + 1st  court  or  justice,  Capt,  Thomas

The  First  Universalist  Church  was  organized  October  9,  1844.  Their  first  church 
v;as  on  the  comer  of  Main  and  Rollstone  Streets,  was  built  in  1847,  It  was  felt  that 
the  Church  was  not  well  located  for  the  convenience  of  worshippers,  and  that  a new  and 
vr.ore  nodem  church  building , more  centrally  located,  would  tend  to  enhance  the  material 
and  spiritual  prosperity  of  the  organization.  The  nev;  structure  was  opened  in  February, 
1686.  The  exterior  architecture  is  among  the  most  exciting  and  fantastic  in  the  City 
although  this  has  been  somewhat  diminished  by  the  removal  of  the  Top  of  the  "pav/er.  The 
architecture  is  an  excellent  example  of  the  exuberantly  creative  architecture  of  the 
1880' s.
